Tobacco Crop Report.— By 
E. T. Robards.— Lexington, Ky., 
June 25. — In my last week's re- 
port I stated that "practically" 
all the crop was set. some papers 
jumped to the conclusion by elim- 
nating the word "practically.' 
We were aware there was ah un- 
planted percentage, but we felt 
that it was unimportant; that ev- 
erybody was ready; a few warm 
days of sunshine would deliver 
the planis.and before next week's 
report tnis would be set; and in 
our surmise we were correct. 

The largest crop in the State, 
J. B. Haggin's Elmendorf place, 
only had out 225 acres last week, 
with a remainder of 100 acres 

plant, yet with this large area, 

id full percentage unplanted, 
„as made complete by Wednes- 
day night, as many other smaller 
planters. 

We took in a fair scope of Fay- 
ette, Woodford and Franklin 
counties overland this week, and 
while there are a few who have 
not planted every plant they pro- 
posed the percentage remaining 
is too small to compute, and even 
these belated crops will doubtless 
be planted within 48 hours, for 
there is plenty of moisture to ad- 
mit of it. 

Showers have come in the most 
opportune time— Sunday night, 
the 17th, and again at the 
close of the week. These rains 
have, covered the counties of 
Bourbon, Clark, Montgomery, 
Fayette, Woodford and Madison, 
and no doubt have been pretty 
general. | 

The early planting has started 
off beautifully; corn and tobacco 
both have made remarkably fine 
progress the past week; the tem- 
perature was hot and forcing, and 
as the ground was well underlaid 
with moisture the growth 
very rapid. 

So far the crop starts off with 
a very promising outlook, and 
while the average farmer wnuld 
be in distress if he didn't have 
something to grumble about there 
has been nothing the past week 
to even give him an "excuse," 
much less "a cause," for com- 
plaint. There has been set a very 
fast pace here the past week, the 
heat of a political campaign in 
this district trying to excel the 
speed of the weather man's ther-
